trol our finances and industries m time 
of peace 
We let the agents of the 


Gold Trust, who contribute money 
freely to elect Republicans and Demo- 
crats to high places that they may have 
influence in the White House and the 
halls of Congress, whichever of the 
twins "nay be in the ascendancy, run 
the financial affairs ot our Government. 
We are willing to be humbugged and 
pay dearly for the privilege. 


As the Pi ess says, the present pies- 


sure shows how we are being hum- 
bugged, and illustrates the folly of 
Uncle Sam in assisting his rival and 
creditor, Johnnv Bnll, to demonetize 
silver. 


England buys from fifty to sixty 
millions of silver annually to use in 
her trade with India, China and other 
eastern countries. When our mints 
were open to free coinage she never 
bought an ounce for less than $1 29. 
Now she gets ic for about half price 
Every ounce will buy as much wheat 
and cotton in India as it ever would, 
but, the silver ounce costing less, the 
cost of these staples delivered m 
Liverpool is reduced one-half through 
half price silver. This regulates the 
price of all wheat and cotton England 
buys from us, and these staples form 
nearly one-half of our exports 


This is a lesson which farmers should 


head on election day. It shows how 
they are being duped by those who 
endeavor to keep them within old 
party lines Their products sell at 
one-half the prices they would readily 
command if silver bad not been de- 
monetized, and the money which they 
receive for those products, at the 
present low prices, will pay no more 
debts than when wheat brought $1 25 
cents per bushel 
Are they willing to 


be humbugged and pay such a ruinous 
price to those who are deceiving them ? 


PREVJSNT THIS OUTRAC.K. 


The attention of the voters of Ne- 


vada is directed to the proposed 
amendment to Section 1, Article II, of 
the Constitution of Nevada. It dis- 
franchises every person who, after ar- 
riving at the age of eighteen years 
bore arms against the Government 
This clause is artfully concealed among 
others which would doubtless meet the 
approval of the people It is a veriatble 
snake in the grass 
The poisonous 


fangs of the serpent are only discern- 
ible upon the closest scrutiny, but if 
the reptile is not scotched it will kill 
politically many of the very best citi- 
zens in Nevada by depriving them of 
the suffrage, and prevent all who par- 
ticipated in the war of the Rebellion in 
the Oonferate side from seeking homes 
in Nevada. 


Shall this prescriptive amendment 


be incorporated in the fundamental 
law of Nevada ? No other Stato in the 
Union has countenanced, much less 
sanctioned, such intolerance. The din 
of battle which prevailed when the 
Constitution of this State was adopted 
thirty years ago, did not drown the 
voice of reason in Nevada. The framers 
of the Constitution, whose delibera- 
tions were frequently interrupted by 
reports from the fratricidal conflict 
then being waged, provided that no 
American citizen should be deprived of 
the privilege of an elector in Nevada 
for having borne arms against the 
United States if iimnesty be granted to 
such by the Federal Government The 
Congress of the United States, ooon 
arter the firing of the last gun in the 
war, did grant such amnesty, yet to-day, 
nearly thirty years after the close of 
the war, when the men who bore the 
brunt of battle in the Federal and Con- 
federate armies fraternize and on 
Memorial Day bedeck with flowers the 
graves of those who wore the blue and 
those who wore the gray, a faction of 
politicians, place hunters who bad not 
the courage to engage on either side, 
sneakingly attempt to smuggle into the 
Constitution a clause disfranchising 
graybeards, who, as boys a generation 
ago, joined the Confederate army, as 
they doubtless would have joined the 
Union army had they lived in other 
sections of the country. 


Let it not be said that Nevada is the 


only State in the Union that at this 
late day waves the bloody shirt. Read 
the able article from the pen of B. M. 
Bentty, which la printed elsewhere, on 
this attempt to keep alive sectional 
feelings and, on election day, vote 
against the proposed amendment to 
Section 1, Article n, of the Constitu- 
tion.

Secretary of State Grey til

Some days ago the JonnNAL stated 


the fact that the certificates of nom- 
inations for State offices had not been 
filed wifh the County Clerk by the 
Secretary of State. As the law requires 
tbat "Not less than thirty-five days 
before an election to fill any public 
office, the Secretary of State shall cer- 
tify to the County Clerk of each county 
within this State the name of each 
person and the name' of the office for 
which he is nominated, as specified in 
the certificate of nomination filed with 
him."

On the morning of the 4th the 


JOURNAL called attention to the fact 
thai the Secretary of State had not 
certified to the County Clerk the name 
of each person and the name of the 
office for which he is nominated as 
provided by law. County Clerk Evans 
telegraphed O. H. Grey, Secretary of 
State, calling attention to the fact that 
the certificate required by law had not 
been received by him. Now, rO. H. 
Grey, Secretary of State, publishes the 
following in last evening's Wall street 
Whistler without date: 


A OABD FROM MB. OBEY. 


EDITOB GAZETTE: With Promethian 
sagacity the Reno JOTJBNAL has discov- 
ered that I have been wanting in the 
prompt performance of an official duty. 
The JOURNAL editorially charges that 
the certificates of nomination of State 
officers should have been sent from 
this office sooner than they were. As 
a fact they were sent just when they 
should have been, not a clay too soon 
nor a day too late. The law makes it 
my duty to hold the certificates open

No. 23 of the University of Nevada 
Experiment Station, and it is simply 
surprising to see the wonderful results 
had there in sugar beet production 
during the .last three years.

determine the progress of ripening, the 
entire lot of analyses for the three 
years average in percentage as follows:

" This is a most extraordinary record 


and shows what our so-called arid 
lands in the mountain States can do 
in sugar beets and beet sugar produc- 
tion. If the investigations in Nevada 
during the last three-years had shown 
that some of the beets could be de- 
pended upon to reach these high analy- 
ses they would have been most satis- 
factory, but the whole average for each 
year has been high as stated, and in 
many instances the percentage of 
sucrose in the beet juice was above 20, 
and in several instances above 21. 


"It scarcely requires much gift of 


prophecy to foretell the early and 
immense development of the 
beet 


industry in Colorado, Idaho, Utah, 
Nevada, Wyoming, Montana and Cali- 
fornia. These States seemingly have 
the climate, the soil and the water to 
produce beets far superior in quality 
to those of Central Europe." 


Tb» above is very encouraging to 


those connected with the work in this 
State, and it seems that it'ought to be 
an incentive to our people to foster 
this industry and make it one of the 
leading factors in building up the 
interests of this great State.

lu the nama of Nevada's manhood we 


ask, shall it be dent? Voters, you nat- 
urplly a&k, "shall what ba done?" I 
answer, shall atl fi-ronfederate 
soldiers 


now in Nevvda, and who may hereafter 
make their homes here be disfranchized, be 
deprivtd (/f tlie right to hold office or even 
to vote ? You ask who wants to do this 
monstrous thing. We answer some- 
body does or did, because someone, 
and the very first one on the list of the 
proposed constitutional amendments 
now submitted to the people of Nevada 
and to be by them voted upon at our 
next election, provides that ex-Con- 
federate soldiers shall not be allowed 
to vote or hold office in Nevada. Bead 
for yourself the proposed amendment 
to section 1, article n of the constitu- 
tion in reference to the right of suff- 
rage and the qualifications of voters 
and yon will see that if it is adopted 
such will be the result. Shades of the 
magnanimous Grant who said to the 
Confederate cavalry after Lee'a sur- 
render at Appomattox: "Boys, take 
your side arms and your horses and go 
home and use your horses to put in 
your crops." Defend I Grant never 
feared the battling Confederate soldier 
when he faced him with musket in hand, 
saber at thigh, or ordinance charged 
with death. And were Grant now liv- 
ing he would not fear the ex-Confeder- 
ate with the ballot in his baud. The 
heroes, officers acd enlisted men, the 
living and the dead who stood with 
Grant and bled for the Union would 
scorn such a proposition. The face of 
"Good Lincoln" who caused "Dixie" 
to be played by the military band when 
the news of Lee's surrender reached 
him, saying, "we have a right to the 
tune, we have captured it" would have 
saddened at the very mention of such 
a measure. 


Nearly thirty years have elapsed 


since the great Civil War ceased, con- 
siderably over a quarter of a century, 
there exists or existed in, Nevada a far 
more rigorous prescriptive measure 
against a boy who entered the Con- 
federate service after he had reach ed 
his eighteenth year 
than was ever 


adopted in any State in the successful 
Union, riven during the heat of the 
contest New York, Illinois, Massachu- 
setts aiid all of the great States who 
sent their thousands of men to the 
front to battle against the Confederacy 
never enacted or even conceived the 
enactment of such a measure. 


Why, 
fellow citizens of Nevada, if 


this amendment be adopted by your 
votes, even the chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Contention that nomi- 
nated General Grant the second time 
for the Presidency, the Hon. Thomas 
Settle of North Carolina, would, were 
he living in Nevada after the 6th day 
of next month, be disfranchised, could 
neither hold office or vote because 
forsooth he for about one year after the 
war broke out voluntarily bore arms, 
being over 18 years of age, against the 
United States, and having been Colonel 
in command of a regiment of volun- 
teers in the Confederate army, and 
then resigned and espoused the Union 
cause.

In ancient times the 
question arose as to what should be 
done with a person who had committed 
some act which was generally regarded 
with abhorence, detestation and horror, 
and the ruling was, "let his name never 
be mentioned."

this outrageous 


amendment (?) never be mentioned. 
It would neither please hi3 friend nor 
delight his foe. 


Citizens of Nevada, remember that 


there must be a majority of the votes 
cast on a proposed amendment caat 
against it, for one in favor of it and 
none against it adopts it. 


To the honor of the State and the 


credit of the Silver party of Nevada, 
be it remembered that that party in its 
platform has unequivocally declared 
its determined opposition to this prop- 
osition, and has been patriotically fol- 
lowed on the subject by both the Dem- 
ocratic and People's party in their res- 
pective platforms.

The cool wave will cross the western 
mountains about the 15tb, the great 
central valleys about the 17th and the 
eastern States about the 19th. 


The storm wave and cool following 


will be of great force -west of the Mis- 
sissippi. 


Hurricanes sometimes (incur in the 


West Indies in October and always 
cause a cold wave to move down the 
Mississippi 
and 
Missouri valleys. 


They entirely break iip the regular 
weafcer conditions and cause all fore- 
casts to fail. 


The cause of these hurricanes and 


the consequent cold waves may yet be 
discovered but the only present possi- 
bility of giving warning to them is by 
extending observations eastward from 
the West Indies and giving, telegraphic 
warning of the hurricane's approach. 


The national weather bureau usually 


fails to give warning of these October 
cold waves in time to be of benefit to 
the northwestern States.

SILVER PABTY 1-tATFOKM, 


Adopted In State Convention at Cargon 


September 5, 18O4 


The Silver party of Nevada, In Con 
vention assembled, at Carson City, on 
the 4th -day of September, 1804, declai 
that platforms should assert cardina 
principles of political faith ooncernin 
questions of political interest of pres- 
ent moment without equivocation o 
evasion. 
We hold that history ha 
demonstrated that these principles ar 
right and equitable, and their observ 
unce necessary to secure the welfar 
and individual happiness for whicl 
this Government was established. 


SILVEB, 


We deny the right or authority of the 
Government of the United States tt 
pass any law restricting or abridging 
the privilege of any citizen to the free 
coinage of silver itito standard mone; 
at the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independen 
of any other nation, and we demam 
the repeal of all laws denying or abridg 
ing that right 
We assert that any law denying 01 
abridging the right of free coinage o 
gold and silver into standard money a 
the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independen 
of any other nation, ie a denial of the 
sovereignty of the people of the Unitec 
States aa a nation and independent 
State, and a law in restraint anc 
abridgment of production and com 
merce. 


We assert that from 1861 to 1894, in- 
clusive, a period of 34 years last past, 
bhe Democratic party and the- Repub- 
lican party have made and adminis- 
tered the law of this nation; that thai 
period has been characterized as one oi 
ininterrupted bountiful harvests and 
bountiful production from all oar nat- 
ural resources and that pur people 
lave made unparalleled advances in 
skill, in every branch of manufacture 
and artisanship, that the period has 
seen one of general health, and not- 
withstanding the civil war, a period of 
unparalleled prosperity from 1861 down 
1873. In 1873 the Republican party 
passed laws in the restraint of the coin- 
age of money, denying mintage to sil- 
er, the money we need in the pocket 


of every citizen and till of every store. 
?ho decadence of silver has been 
teady, gradual and unrelenting as the 
grip of the gold standard of money has 
losed around our industries and labor 
and the price of every production of 
abor, by forest, field, mine and mann- 
acture^bave fallen parallel with the 
decadence of* silver, which is to-day 
worth les# than 5Q .percent of its stand- 
ard coinage value at the legal ratio of 
6 to 1.' ' 
' 
Three million's of our people are 
without the comforts and decencies of 
ife, every industry in our nation is re- 
trained, pinched and dwarfed by the 
emonetizatibn of silver to the great 
njury of every laborer, producer and 
radesman in the nation. 
The volume of money in circulation 
hould be speedily increased and al- 
ays be fully adequate for the require- 
ments of business. That all money 
hould be a legal tender for all debts 
oth public and private. 
That no 
ioney should exist except such as is 
ssned directly by the National Govern- 
ment, and nothing should be money 
xcept gold, silver and Government 
aper. 
We favor the redemption of Govern- 


the necessity of good government, but 
no Government should augment this 
burden or enlarge its necessities by un- 
necessary, needless interest bearing 
debts making useless expenditures, or 
by failing to promptly collect what is 
justly doe it, whether it be a loan, a 
tax or a tariff. No grant should be 
made of public property for any other 
than a public purpose, and it is the 
duty of the Government to securer 
to the public the enjoyment 
of 
the benefit which was the consideration 
of the grant or declare it, forfeited. 
We demand the Government owner- 
ship of telegraph lines and Govern- 
ment subsidized railroads. 


We demand the enforcement of the 
Interstate Commerce Act everywhere. 


LABOR. 


We demand that no law shall ever be 
enacted restraining or abridging the 
development of our natural resources 
and we guarantee to the people free- 
dom of pursuit and the inalienable 
right to enjoy the full value of all the 
property that tLeir labor produces. We 
hold it as one of the truisms of human 
existence and modern progress and 
-enterprise, that capital and labor 
should go hand in hand in the general 
advancement, happiness and good of 
this great commonwealth. Therefore 
we claim that capital and labor should 
stand on an equal footing before the 
law, and that the laborer should always 
receive a fair compensation for a fair 
day's work. That both capital and labor 
have the legal and unquestionable 
right to organize for mutual protection 
and self-preservation. 
' 
We believe that a National and a State 
Board of Labor Commissioners should 
be created by law and made elective by 
the people to whom all questions'in 
dispute between capital and labor 
should be referred and that both parties 
concerned be compelled to arbitrate 
and that the decision of such Board of 
Labor Commissioners be final and 
binding; alike on the employer and em- 
ployes. 
OBEDIENCE TO THE LAWS BKQUIBED BY ALL. 


We denounce the criminal suspens- 
ion of the laws of Congress oy the 
President, such as the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman Silver Bullion 
Purchasing Act, the Geary Act provid- 
ing for the deportation of unregistered 
Chinese, when its constitutionality has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
and bis neglect nnd refusal to enforce 
the Anti-trust and Interstate Com- 
merce Acts against wealthy offenders. 


ELECTIVE EBANOHISE. 


We denounce the purchase and sale 


of the Elective Franchise as destructive 
of our liberties and treason to our Gov- 
ernment. We demand the disfranchise- 
ment of both parties to the crime, and 
the punishment of the purchaser by 
fine and imprisonment. The franchise 
once sold shall be gone forever. 


LOTTERIES. 


The establishment of a lottery in 
this State would be a blot upon the 
people and would result in financial 
and moral degradation. Therefore, in 
the language of our Constitution, " No 
lottery shall be authorized by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be allowed." We condemn in 
equal terms all Legislatures of this 
State which have attempted to legislate 
or authorize lotteries or the sale of 
lottery tickets. 


THE BLOODY SHIBT. 


We are unalterably opposed to the 
ratification of the proposed amend- 
ment to Section 1, Article II, of the 
Constitution of our State, wherein it 
ignores all question of amnesty to per- 
sons who, after arriving at the age of 
eighteen years, bore arms against the 
United States Government, for the 
reason that the same is un-American 
in spirit and contrary to the clemency 
already extended to such persons for 
over thirty years, and we therefore 
recommend to the voters of the State 
to vote " No " on this proposition. 


SCHOOLS. 


We are justly proud of the public 
schools and State University of Ne- 
vada; we believe they should be fost- 
ered and protected above all other in- 
stitutions, as upon thorn rests the per- 
petuity of our Government and the 
security of our liberties. We are in 
favor of such legislation as will in- 
crease the efficiency and raise the 
standard of the public schools and 
State University, until a thorough edu- 
cation, without expense, is placed 
within the reach of every child in Ne- 
vada. 
We denounce in the strongest terms 
the constitutional amendment to be 
submitted to the people at the ensuing 
election, providing for the investment 
of school moneys in other securities 
than U. S. Government or Nevada 
State bonds, and recommend to the 
electors of this State that the amend- 
ment referred to which provides 
among other things] that our school 
noneys may be invested in any other 
3onds than National and Nevada State 
je voted against und defeated, and our 
million of school money saved from 
.oss by an unsafe investment.
